And Dutch 
Face Riots

Revolt and bloodshed born of 
the desires of Far Eastern peo- 
ples for independence or from

CAIRO EXPLOSION 

Anti-British riots in Egypt, go- 
ing strong for the past 10 days, 
reached an explosive pitch in 
Cairo and four other cities. Cairo 
reports said 12 to 18 persons were 
dead and perhaps 12C wounded 
as club-wielding, stone-throwing 
mobs of Egyptians clashed with 
police and British military patrols 
in the streets. 

At Singapore, police dispersed 
—apparently without violence—a 
gathering of Indian Nationalists 
who erected a monument to the 
dead of the Indian National Army. 
The National Army was supported 
___|by the Japanese during the war, 
but some Indians associate it with 
the idea of Indian independence. 
Demonstrations in Indian cities at- 
tended the recent trial of some 
of its officers on general treason 
charges at New Delhi. 

British troops went into action 
to repel an Indonesian extremist 
attack on a theater at Bandoeng 
in Java, where British troops have 
been attacked — both orally and 
militarily—by - independence-seek- 
ing Indonesians almost since their 
arrival last autumn to disarm the 
Japanese. 

REVOLT IN CELEBES 

Perhaps more significant than 
the fresh outbreak in Java’s in- 
termittent fighting was a report 
from Menado at the tip of the 
Celebes that Dutch colonial troops 
had quietly seized all civil and 
military authority in the north- 
ern Celebes because they object- 
ed to getting lower pay and ra- 
tions than the European members 
of the Dutch forces. 

Claims of the Celebes insurgents 
bore some relation to those of the 
Bombay rioters. Mutineering sail- 
ors at Bombay, reported to have 
capitulated after seizing control of 
ships in Bombay harbor and at 
Karachi, 550 miles up India’s west 
coast, were seeking swifter demo- 
bilization, some pay revision, and 
assurance to their economic fu- 
ture, as well as better food. 

In Egypt, the riots were anti- 
British because Egyptian National- 
ists feel that their national 
sovereignty is impaired by the An- 
glo-Egyptian treaty of 1936 which 
permits the British to keep troops 
at some points in their country.

A total of 1,199 World War II 
veterans were receiving hospital- 
ization for service incurred disabil- 
ities in Veterans’ Administration 
hospitals in five southeastern 
states at the end of January. 

The area covered in the figure, 
announced yesterday by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, includes 
Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, Flor- 
ida and South Carolina. More 
than two-thirds of the patients— 
838—are under care for neur*- 
psychiatric ailments. 

Of the 2,200 non-service connect- 
ed patients, 1,084 were confined,in 
neuropsychiatric institutions while 
1.135 were receiving care in gen- 
eral medical and surgical hos- 
pitals.

Safety Engineers 


Tell How Mishaps 
Behind Lines Cost 


An incredibly large percentage 
of hospital ships was devoted to 
bringing back serious “behind-the- 
line” casualties during the war, A. 
D. Caddell, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Society of Safety Engineers’ 
engineering section, has revealed 
here. 

When the various branches of 
the armed forces disclose exact 
figures, Caddell said, they will 
show how desperate military com- 
manders were for the manpower 
lost by accidents not occurring at 
the front. 

Caddell was in Atlanta yester- 
Gay to meet with the executive 
committee of the Georgia Society 
of Engineers at the Biltmore hotel 
last night. He will discuss plans 
for establishment in Atlanta of the 
nations 25th chapter of the Amer- 
ican Society of Safety Engineers 
in September, when the Georgia 
Society will become eligible fol- 
lowing its one year of existence. 

According to Caddell, safety en- 
Gineers heiped cut down the num- 
ber of rear-area casualties by es- 
fablishing programs of ground 
gafety for the Army Aijir Forces, 
for quartermaster depots, and sim- 
ilar service organizations. 

Construction of buildings to 
Withstand the blast of atom bombs 
is purely in the conjectural stage, 
since no one accurately can gauge 
the force or effect of atom projec- 
tiles, he admitted. 

Caddell said he believes the

Housing Program| 
Will Exclude 
Many’ Cinemas | 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(7/)— 
Housing Administrator Wilson W. 
Wyatt Jr. said Thursday that the 
planned building of “a great many 
movie theaters” will be blocked 
in the government’s drive to con- 
struct homes. 


“Industrial and commercial con- 
struction won’t be halted,” Wyatt 
told a luncheon of the National 
Press Club, “but an order now be- 
ing drafted will postpone that part 
of it which can be deferred.” 


Wyatt said the housing shortage 
will. be “worse this summer than 
it is now and worse next fall than 
it will be this summer,” because 
of the return of 4.500.000 more 
veterans, the formation of new 
families and the re-establishment 
of old families. 

“Two years from now the same 
number of families will be living 
doubled-up as we have now,” he 
continued. 

“In other words, the housing 
program is in this position: If we 
run like hell, we'll wind up where 
we are today.” 

It is “the only fair thing” that 
civilians do the doubling up while 
veterans get preference on new 
'houses, Wyatt said. 

The housing chief said no job- 
lessness need result from the pend- 
ing order halting much commer- 
cial and factory building.

Several manufacturers 
have announced plans for an assembly 
line house factory in which they will be 
able to turn out prefabricated parts by 
the thousands. Prefabricated dwellings of 
glass and waterproofed plywood already 
are being built. 


The urgent need for rapidly-built, per-

We have a sentimental 
interest in 18th century styles and resist 
changes. The new building program will 
help discard some of these old notions.

Good Bill on Atomic Energy Before Senate 


Several groups of scientists are of the 
opinion that a sensible solution to the 
atomic energy and atomic bomb problem 
has at last been embodied in the McMahon 


bill now before a senate committee. 


One of the main advantages of this bill, 
which was conspicuously lacking in the 


May-Johnson bil), is that it is designed to | 


stimulate all forms of research and de- 
velopment in the field of atomic energy 
while providing for full domestic control, 
with patent rights and industrial uses pro- 
tected. Furthermore, it provides for prece- 
dence to be taken by international agree- 
ments. 


The scientists were on good ground in 
objecting to a military-control bill which 


would have put discretionary powers in 
the hands of a part-time commission of 
nine men. The McMahon bill provides 
for a five-man commission consisting of 
fulltime members appointed by the Presi- 
dent with the approval of the senate. Un- 
der the commission would be divisions of 
research, production, materials and mili- 
tary applications. 


The new bill wisely urges the simulta- 
neous study of the social, political and 
economic effects of the utilization of atomic 
energy. It protects freedom of research, 
an essential democratic freedom. 


We trust that Sen. Russell, a member 
of the special senate committee on atomic 
energy, will give the McMahon bill his 
serious consideration.

The New Deal Democrats 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill, whose column usually appears 
here, is making a study of European occupation zones.) 


WASHINGTON.—The most damaging feature of the noisy de- 
partment of Harold L. Ickes, as concerns the politica: future of 
President Truman, is that it was incident to what looks like the 
beginning of a general break-away of the New Deal left wing, and 
Mr. Ickes can be counted on to continue to do his best to accelerate 
this trend. 

Hard as Mr. Truman has worked to keep the New Dealers in 
line, it has been apparent at all. times that their support of him 
was only skin deep. The main reason for this may be that, while the 
President went some length in lip service to the policies of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, his closest political asso- 
ciliates, often as not, have been anti-New Dealers. 

Before he left the senate, Truman used to name John N. Garner, 
Pat Harrison and James K. Byrnes as the colleagues he most re- 
spected and admired. He voted for Harrison for senate majority 
leader in 1937, when Roosevelt was all-out for Alben Barkley, and 
Byrnes today heads the Truman cabinet. 

The President dropped off to see Garner in Texas last year, 
and he probably would have been called back except for his 77 
years of age. 

John W, Snyder, to whom the President still clings despite his 
frankly pro-business leanings, is another long-time buddy. 

The events that chiefly touched off the left wing revolt were, 
first, the President's invitation for -congress to pass anti-strike 
legislation, by his fact-finding proposal, and, second, the appoint- 
ment of Edwin W. Pauley as undersecretary of the Navy.

Its drive almost certainly will be to elect New Deal- 
ers and beat conservatives, Democratic or Republican, in this 
year’s elections, preparatory for an attempt to capture the Demo- 
cratic party and nominate a presidential candidate other than Mr. 
Truman in 1948, 

The most likely man for the latter role at the moment is Henry 
Wallace, the only blown-in-the-bottle New Dealer left in the Truman 
cabinet. In the press conference, called to announce his resigna- 
tion, Ickes recalled that he voted for Wallace against Truman in 
the 1944 convention, in which the latter was nominated for vice 
president. 

Mr. Wallace himself cast a significant straw into the political 
wind when he wrote a letter of endorsement for Johannes Steel, 
the German emigre, American laborite nominee in an election 
in the Nineteenth (lower East Side) New York City congressional 
district next Tuesday. The other candidates are Arthur G. Klein, 
Democrat, a former congressman who was gerrymandered out of 
his seat by redistricting, and William S. Shea, Republican, son of 
a former New York county sheriff and an Army officer still in 
service. Heretofore, Democrats and American Laborites have united 
in the district, but this time they are at each other’s throats. Steel 
has been widely charged in New York newspapers, including the 
Socialist New Leader, with being a Communist “fellow traveler.” 

In his speeches he has excoriated “the whole caboodle of stum- 
blebum politicians in congress,” making only three exceptions— 
Reps. Marcantonio, of New York, and Delacy and Coffee, of Wash- 
ington, all of whom have closely followed the Communist line. 

Wallace, in backing Steel, is at odds with the Democratic or- 
ganizations, national, state and city, which are supporting Klein.

“For myself, | am here tonight still fighting for the things 
Franklin D. Roosevelt fought for—and supporting President Truman 
in his fight for the progressive legislation that will continue to make 
the Democratic party the party of progress in this country. : 

“The Democratic party has flourished only when it fought the 
good fight of progressive political action. When the Democratic 
party ceases to be the people's party, it will die—and it will be well 
dead.” 

It may be too early to conjecture that Ickes and Wallace have 
set out either to rule the Democratic party or to assist it to its

I haven’t heard of a case yet when a newly arrived bride failed to 
recognize her husband, despite seeing him, as they met at ship or 
train, in civilian clothes for the first time. 


However, there is an ancient piece of wisdom’ which teaches us 
that accidents do happen in the best regulated families. And there 
can be small mix-ups in the best planned transportation undertaking. 


So, this is the story of one such mix-up and of the emotionally 
hectic day which befell the Jones family of Decatur in its efforts to 
keep up with the other Jones family-of-two heading in that direction. 

The Junior Missus had cabled from the assembly center at Tid- 
worth, England, on en etege gg 4, stating she was sailing the following 
day—a Tuesday—on the S. Vulcania. 

Then a news story from "iketeauetes said the Vulcania sailed 
the following Sunday, but gave no reason for the delay. 

Last Friday there was a telephone call from 
The Phone Rang the Red Cross, conveying the information 
the aforesaid Junior Missus and the 18-month granddaughter were 
on the Vulcania, due to dock at New York on Monday, the 18th. 

So far, well and good. News story told us the Vulcania docked 
Sunday, a day ahead of schedule, but train reservations had already 
been made which would hold the girls and their babies in New York 
until Tuesday.

Meaning of Russian Expansion 


There was nothing in the Stalin speech which was not in more 


veiled form in the Molotov speech of Nov. 7. There was nothing 
in either that had not been made abundantly plain by Russian and 
international Communist policy in actual practice, since the end 
of the European war. Some people—and they are even among 
our own officials—have to have their noses rubbed into reality 
before they can see it, and then they are capable of pretending 
it is. not there. 

These people, and among them must be included now former 
Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., are political Coueists who think that 
by infinitely repeating “we must have an efficient working rela- 
tion with Russia,” they will bring that consummation to pass. An 
“efficient working relation” is never possible between nations or 
individuals except through the mutual and sincere acceptance of 
a common ground of principles. 

We could have had an efficient working relation with Russia 
on the basis, for instance, of the Atlantic Charter, prohibiting ter- 
ritorial or other aggrandizement. It is not the difference in ide- 
ology which causes the present tension. It is the expansion of the 
Soviet state, using that ideology as an international power instru- 
ment and employing fifth column methods. 


. About the source of tension. Before the 
Source of Tension American Civil War, for instance, there 
was a conflict of ideology between North and South. But war came 
not because the difference of ideology and interest existed, but 
because one side (the South) sought not only to maintain it, but 
to extend it. 

The same is true of this war. German Naziism was a cause of 
war only when its leaders sought an enlargement of it outside the 
German frontiers. 

Mr. Lodge falls into the perpetual American error of overrating 
American power in the present world. He refers to “the emer- 
gence of the so-called superstates—the United States and Russia.” 
The United States is not a superstate in the sense of the USSR. 
We are actually the greatest of the nation-states. We do not wish 
to enlarge the United States. Russia is a multi-national empire 
embracing before the war eleven different rations to which, as 
a result of this war, five more have been added by direct annexa- 
tion and 130,000,000 people—almost the population of the U. S. A. 
—together with all their resources, either by annexation or as satel- 
lites in Europe alone, while the pro-Russian parties, organized 
within-all states, continue to act as spearheads for Russian policy 
despite wartime assurances to the contrary from Stalin. 

Add to this the enormous rearmament-program eof Russia: the 
devolution of her military organization toward the frontiers; her 
geographical position, with huge land armies, that need no trans- 
portation across seas, from Manchuria to the Elbe; her unremitting 
propaganda that all non-Communist states are, by nature, war- 
mongers; her isolationism of her own sphere and her interventicn- 
ism in every other; her apparent aim to disintegrate all other world- 
empires—and become the heir to their parts. 

“He has sent informers and spies amongst us,” says the indict- 
ment of the Declaration of Independence.~* The United States. has 
suggested an international atomic commission to make a “work: 
ing agreement” about the use of atomic energy. But at our gates, 
ir Canada, an espionage scandsl develops, which has more sinister 
implications than are presently visible. “The Canadian prime minis- 
ter. Mackenzie King, before ordering the Canadian trials, consulted 
with our State Department with the idea that the two governments 
should proceed simultaneously.” In Canada? Canada can take care 
o* her own officials discovered to be serving a foreign power. The 
spy ring obviously involves the United States, and inferentially 
some of our own officials. But we are told, Mr. Byrnes doesn’t 


want to “rock U. S.-U. S. S. R. relations.” 
Meanwhile, before this column _ appears, 

Johannes Steel New York voters will have decided whether 
to send to cougress a German emigre, calling himself “Johannes 
Steel,” whose background previous to his entrance into this coun- 
try, is clothed in utter obscurity; who is, according to his own con-

Tommy Corcoran was promot- 
ing the Douglas candidacy. He 
hasn’t so many contacts in cab- 
inet circles now as he once did. 

The Douglas boom followed a 
dinner here at the home of Rep. 
Johnson, Democrat, Texas, 
a friend of Mr. Corcoran. Present 
also, among others, were Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, a long-time friend 
of Mr. Corcoran; Abe Fortas, for- 
mer undersecretary of interior; 
Mr. Douglas, and Mr. Corcoran. 

Speaker Rayburn saw Bob 
Hannegan, Democratic national 
chairman, and also the President 
in the interest of the Douglas 
candidacy. Mr. Douglas, who was 
quite a prominent figure in the 
New Deal as SEC chairman be- 
fore he was elevated to the su- 
preme court, was urged as a New 
Dealer, as an able administrator, 
and because he had a western 
background. He was born in 
Minnesota and spent his boyhood 
in Washington state. 


THERE IS A FAITHFUL New 
Deal group which has been push- 
ing Justice Douglas ever since his 
New Deal days, and some have 
even hoped to elevate him to the 
White House. 

The Douglas issue in relation to 
Mr. Wallace has an Interesting 
background in the 1944 conven- 
tion. With the justice on vaca- 
tion in his home state, Messrs. 
Corcoran and Fortas promoted his 
candidacy for the vice-presidential 
nomination. They were instru- 
mental in getting his name men- 
tioned along with that of Mr. 
Truman in the second of those 
famous letters that President 
Roosevelt sent to Chicago. 

In the Douglas move, lieuten- 
ants of Mr. Wallace at Chicago 
saw an attempt by the Corcoran- 
Fortas group to prevent Mr. Wal- 
lace's nomination, rather than a 
serious effort to nominate Mr. 
Douglas—though that would have 
welcomed naturally. The 
strategy, as the Wallace people 
saw it, was to confuse the issue, 
split the New Deal strength, and 
draw away support from Mr. Wal- 
lace. 


PRIOR TO THE 1944 conven- 
tion, Mr. Ickes was a party to the 
preliminary maneuvers here on 
behalf of Justice Douglas by his 
friend, Mr, Corcoran, and his dep- 
uty, Mr. Fortas. But later, at Chi- 
cago, he became convinced it was 
a part of the strategy of Bob Han- 
negan and the big city bosses to 
defeat Mr. Wallace. He screamed 
loudly to President Roosevelt in 
a telegram of protest, and an-

Regulation W, issued by presi- 
dential order Aug. 9, 1941, to dis- 
courage credit installment buying, 
extends to all types of consumer 
credit, including charge accounts 
and single-payment loans.

He'll keep on getting his pen- 
sion. Also, he'll be entitled to re- 
ceive a subsistence allowance of 
$65 a month in addition to his pen- 
sion but the minimum _ total 
amount he will receive (pension 
plus subsistence) will be $105. 

Question from C. F. K., Lackey, 
Va.: “I got an honorable disc harge 
from the Navy in March, 1941, aft- 
er serving for four years. Am I 
entitled to a preference rating on 
civil service examinations?” 

The Veterans’ Preference Act of 
1944 states that only veterans who 
served in time of war are entitled 
to the benefits of that law. Afraid 
you got your discharge about nine 
months too soon, since the war 
didn’t get under way until De- 
cember, 1941. 

Question from W. E. P., Clare- 
more, Okla.: “Although I’ve been 
out of the service for over a year, 
I’m only making a small salary. 
Think I could get in on the read- 
justment allowance of $20 a week 
for 52 weeks?” 

Nope, it can’t be done—unless 
you're unemployed, or employed 
only part-time at something under 
$23 a week. 

Question from Mrs. E. C. W.. 
High Point, N. C.: “My son broke 
ankle in Germany after V-E 
Day. He is still in the hospital. 
Will he be eligible for a pension?” 

He'll be eligible to apply for.a 
pension, providing the accident 
wasn’t the result of his own mis- 
conduct. The fact that it happened 
after V-E Day makes no differ- 
ence. 

Question from I. K., Modac, 
Ind.: “I am still in the service, but 
had only 73 days’ active duty be- 
fore V-J Day. ‘Since at least 90 
days’ service is required to make 
a veteran eligible for the GI Bill, 
does that mean I’m out of luck?” 

By no means. The 90 days you 
mention must come somewhere in 
between June 20, 1940, and the 
official end of the war; as yet un- 
declared. 

I’ve tried to point out that V-J 
Day simply marked the end of hos- 
tilities, not the end of the war. All 
benefits coming to us veterans are 
based on a period of war service. 
The war legally is still going on. 
It'll take action by the President,

New Authority 
Of Fulton Courts 


The law passed by the recent 
legislature giving the civil court 
of Fulton county concurrent juris 
diction with justice of the peace 
courts and the superior court is 
roundly condemned in a resolu- 
tion passed by the Fulton County 
Justice of the Peace and Consta- 
ble Association. 


It was said that the new law 
will work a hardship on citizens 
in outlying districts since they are 
now subject to suits for small 
sums in the civil court and will 
have to come to Atlanta to defend 
them. Formerly justices of the 
peace had jurisdiction over suits 
for amounts up to $200. 

The association issued a state- 
ment saying that it “would take 
very vigorous action to elect rep- 
resentatives who will introduce an 
amendment in the legislature re- 
moving this injustice to citizens in 
outlying districts.” 

The association also authorized 
its president to call upon the 
county commissioners to provide 
courtrooms for justice of the peace 
courts, pointing out that such 
courtrooms could also be used to 
house voting machines when they 
are purchased. 


Ex-Gls Circle 
Capitol in Cab 
Law Protest 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(,)— 
Chicago war veterans protesting 
a taxi ordinance in their city cir- 
cled the White House and the 
capitol Thursday in their black 
and cream-colored cabs. 

Escorted by police, 25 of the 
cabs, with the words “Chicago Vet- 
erans Cab” and a discharge em- 
blem emblazoned on the doors, pa- 
raded along Pennsylvania and 
Constitution avenues, passing both 
the White House and capitol on 
ithe route. The police required a 
spacing of about 100 yards between 
each cab. 

Another 25 cabs also drove 
through downtown streets but did 
not go by the capitol. Some of 
| these bore placards reading: 

“President Truman, we ask your 
support!” “We want cab licenses!” 
“Must we lose our civil rights?” 
“We want the right to engage in 
free enterprise” and “Here comes 
the boys you supported during the 
War.’ 

Earlier Chicago’s mayor, Edward
